The price of E ast Liverpool bread to 
dealers is 4 cents for a 5 cent loaf, and 
8 cents for a l o cent loaf, but bread is 
being sold by firms in tho National bis­ 
cuit company and by other outside es­ 
tablishm ents to dealers at from 3 to 
3 1-2 cents for a 5 cent loaf and at 6 
to 7 cents for IO cent loaves.

“The great halo of Hevellus observed 
recently at. Cleveland, Of,” said the 
Rev. M. S. Brennan, lecturer on astron­ 
omy at St. Ixjuis university, to a. re­ 
porter of the St. Louis Republic, the 
other day. “is a phenomenon remarka­ 
ble only for its rarity. It is produced 
by the same condition that gives us 
rainbows, parhelia, paraselenae, sun 
dogs aud a number of other halos about 
the sun and moon. 
“All these are caused by light both 
reflected and refracted by vesiculous 
clouds —that Is. clouds which carry 
small particles of water. In these the 
light is separated as In a prism, the 
white rays of the sun or moon coming 
forth in bars showing all the colors of 
the spectrum. That Is refraction. If 
this Is then reflected upon the earth, it 
is visible to us. We then see the vari­ 
ous phenomena I have mentioned. 
“The common sun ring, or halo, Is at 
a distance of 22 degrees. There is an­ 
other, less common, at a distance of 4C 
degrees. The third, very rare Indeed, 
at a distance of 90 degrees, is that first 
accurately described by Hevellus about 
the time of Galilei, though observed 
previously. This bas been seen since 
its description only seven times until 
the recent observation of the Rev. Fred­ 
erick Odenbnch of St. Ignatius’ college 
In Cleveland. 
“Though this observation has not yet 
been reported officially, I have no doubt 
It was substantially correct as related 
in the press dispatches. The ntmospher 
ic conditions over the country are now 
in a state calculated to exhibit such 
phenomena. This great halo may not 
be seen ngnln in hundreds of years, or 
Ten-Ton : lt wight [tossibly appear every day for 
a week.”

“The g reat halo of H evelius observed 
recently a t Cleveland, OL," said the 
Rev. M. S. Brennan, lecturer on astro n ­ 
omy a t St. Ixmls university, to a re­ 
porter of the St. Louis Republic, the 
other day, “is a phenom enon rem arka­ 
ble only for its rarity. It is produced 
by the sam e condition th a t gives us 
rainbow s, 
parhelia, paraselenes, sun 
dogs and a num ber of other halos about 
the sun and moon. 
“All these are caused by light both 
reflected and refracted by vesiculous 
clouds — th a t is. clouds w hich carry 
sm all particles of w ater. In these the 
light is separated as In a prism , the 
w hite rays of the sun or moon coming 
fo rth in bars show ing all the colors of 
the spectrum . T h at is refraction. 
If 
this is then reflected upon the earth, it 
is visible to us. W e then see th e vari­ 
ous phenom ena I have mentioned. 
“Tile common sun ring, or halo, Is at 
a distance of 22 degrees. 
T here is an ­ 
other, less common, at a distance of 40 
degrees. The third, very rare indeed, 
a t a distance of 90 degrees, is th a t first 
accurately described by H evelius about 
the tim e of Galilei, though observed 
previously. This bas been seen since 
its description only seven tim es until 
tho recent observation of the Rev. Fred­ 
erick Odenbach of St. Iguatlus’ college 
in Cleveland. 
“Though this observation lins not yet 
been reported officially, I hnve no doubt 
It was substantially correct as related 
in the press dispatches. The atinospher 
ic conditions over tile country are now 
in a state calculated to exhibit such 
phenom ena. This great halo may not 
bo seen ago In In hundreds of years, or 
T en-T on!

The trouble originated in the ac­ 
tion of som e sailors belonging to the 
B ritish sloop of war Algerine, also 
in 
w inter quarters at New Chwang, 
in 
carrying ashore six rifles for use 
in a theatrical perform ance. The Rus­ 
sian adm inistration sent a force of 
m en to a rre st the British sailors. Tie* 
R ussians, however, by m istake, broke 
into a reading room where a party of 
th e Vic ksburg's men were seated and 
tried to a rre st them . The A m ericans 
resisted , defending them selves with 
chairs. 
They w ere overpow ered af­ 
te r a sh arp fight, however, and hand­ 
ed over to the United S tates consul, 
who sen t them on board the Vicks­ 
burg. 
The* bad feeling which arose 
from this .incident resulted in several 
fights w henever A m erican or B ritish 
sailors m et Russian soldiers, and the 
latter, not being accustom ed to fist- 
fights, w ere usually badly w orsted. 
T his condition of affairs culm inated 
on New Y ear's day in a m ore serb 
/uus affray, and th e Russian m inister 
. here, M. Paul L essarn, com plained to 
M inister Conger that two m em bers of 
* th e V icksburg’s crew had fired a re 
wolver a t an unoffending R ussian sol 
* dier, w ounding him in the arm . 
R elations 
betw een the Am erican 
and B ritish consuls and naval com ­ 
m anders and tho R ussian ad m in istra­ 
tion a t New Chwang 
are 
strained, 
w hich m ukes a friendly settlem ent 
of th e affair difficult. 
The adm inis­ 
tratio n attem pted to enforce a soc ial 
code which the foreign officials re­ 
fused to recognize, aud consequently 
th eir relations have Im en lim ited to 
strictly official interview s, aud their* 
have 
not 
been am iable, consisting 
m ostly on tho one s i d e in protests 
of tho adm inistrator against th e con­ 
d u ct of the sailors. 
T he m em orandum presented by tile 
R ussian m inister to the United States 
m inister here related to various a l­ 
leged assaults com m itted by Am eri­ 
cans. 
On one occasion, it was a sse rt­ 
ed, th ree sailors attacked a sentry, 
and owed th eir lives to the se n try ’s 
forbearance in not exercising His right 
to shoot.

BELIEVE in the stem, efficient, vigorous prosecn- 
tion of tile war to its natural end, but I believe 
tliat its natural end is a regular peace and a regular 
settlement. 
THEREFORE I SHOULD NOT 
BE 
DEAF 
TO 
ANY 
OVERTURES 
OF 
PEACE THAT CAME FROM TUE EXILED 
GOVERNMENT W HICH SURROUNDS EX­ 
PRESIDENT KRUGER. A'ou may say that it is a scattered gov­ 
ernment, but it is the government which went to war with us and 
must, even in Holland, in the absence of any other, retain some 
vestige of its former authority. 
I do not mean, of course, that a 
Boer embassador should visit London or that the king should send 
an embassador to Holland. 
Some of the greatest peaces in the 
world’s history have begun with an apparently casual meeting of 
two travelers in a neutral inn, and I think it might well happen that 
some such fortuitous meeting might take place under the auspices 
of his majesty’s government and of the exiled Boer government. 
Though I would not offer terms to them, I should not be deaf to 
any overtures from them. 
I DO NOT BELIEVE IN INDEPENDENCE or in Lord 
Milner being the difficulty in the way of peace. 
I wish the Boers to blend with our people when peace comes 
and not to settle once more as a hostile and injured and a sullen 
camp in the middle of our nation, for we have got to bring 40,000 
of them back from prison to their own country. 
I AM FOR AS LARGE AND AS LIBERAL AN AM­ 
NESTY AS IT IS POSSIBLE TO GIVE. 
Of course, there 
will be cases which must be excepted which do not fall within the 
rules of warfare. There may be necessarily temporary disfranchise­ 
ments, but on the broad policy of a large and liberal amnesty I am 
as clear and convinced as on any subject of politics at the present 
time, and, what is still more, that no other policy is practicable. 
I would go so far as to give full civil rights to all Boers who took 
and signed a definite and drastic oath of allegiance. 
I do not believe that as regards representative government we 
can settle that at once. We must wait till the country is resettled. 
And with regard to all transactions which involved money, such 
as tho resettlement and restocking of the farms, I would act with 
the most lavish liberality. 
We are spending five millions a month 
in prosecuting this war. 
I would infinitely rather spend that fi\o 
millions a month in procuring, even by lavish generosity, a definite 
peace in South Africa and in appeasing the remains of civil rancor. 
And sis to what is called the Kitchener proclamation—a proclama­ 
tion which, so far us I know, has done unmixed harm in prolonging 
the war and in driving the Boers to desperation—I would certainly 
annul it. 
Then, as regards the other matters iii dispute between 
Lord Kitchener and General Botha, I venture to say that half a 
dozen sound business people representing the Boers on one side 
aud Great Britain on the other could settle them *n a week.

two travelers in a neutral inn, and I think it might well happen that 
some such fortuitous meeting might take place under the allspices 
of his majesty’s government and of the exiled Hoer government. 
Though I would not ofter terms to them, I should not be deaf to 
any overtures from them. 
J DO NOT BELIEVE IN IN D E PE N D E N C E or in Lord 
Milner being the difficulty in the way of peace. 
I wish the Hoers to blend with our people when peace comes 
and not to settle once more as a hostile and injured and a sullen 
camp in the middle of our nation, for we have got. to bring 40,000 
of them back from prison to their own country.

IS POSSIBLE TO GIVE. 
Of course, there 
will lie eases which must be excepted which do not fall within the 
rules of warfare. There may be necessarily temporary disfranchise­ 
ments, but on tile broad policy of a large and liberal amnesty I am 
as clear and convinced as on any subject of politics at the present 
time, and, what is still more, that no other policy is practicable. 
I would go so far as to give full civil rights to all Boers who took 
and signed a definite and drastic oath of allegiance. 
I do not believe that as regards representative government we 
can settle that at once. 
We must wait till the country is resettled. 
And with regard to all transactions which involved money, such 
as tho resettlement ami restocking of the farms, I would act with 
the most lavish liberality. 
We are spending five millions a month 
in prosecuting this war. 
I would infinitely rather spend that five 
millions a month in procuring, even by lavish generosity, a definite 
peace in South Africa and in appeasing the remains of civil rancor. 
And as to what is called the Kitchener proclamation—a proclama­ 
tion which, so far as I know, has done unmixed harm in prolonging 
the war and in driving the Boers to desperation—I would certainly 
annul it. 
Then, as regards tile other matters in dispute between 
Lord Kitchener and General Botha, I venture to say that half a 
dozen sound business people representing the Boers on one side 
aud Great Britain on the ether could settle them in a week.

H anging to the 
chimneypiece are rows of iron spits 
designed to hold the carcass of deer 
or bear or such other anim al as may be 
cooked over the mighty fire. 
H ere on Now Year’s day Mr. V ander­ 
bilt gave a truly Brobdingnagian feast, 
among his guests being Joseph Choate, 
em bassador to England, and I ’rince 
Delgracio Talleyrand Perigord. In this 
mighty hall, decorated with hundreds 
of skins of wildcats, deer, bears and 
sm aller game, the distinguished guests 
were regaled on the products of tho 
chase, cooked and served by the corps 
of keepers. 
Our modern millionaires easily out­ 
strip the old English lords and barons 
in the magnificence aud extent of their 
country seats and in the rich lavish­ 
ness of entertainment. 
When Mr. Vanderbilt starts on the

When parliament is opened by the 
king in person, Black Rod says, “Mr. 
Speaker, the king commands this hon­ 
orable bouse to attend his majesty im­ 
mediately in the house of peers.”

The opening 
of the British parliament, however, is 
a most brilliant and impressive specta­ 
cle, and the ceremony Is stately and in­ 
teresting. 
Officially it commences at 
2 o’clock in the afternoon, but unoffi­ 
cially it begins at midnight. 
Of the 
CTO gentlemen elected to serve in the 
bouse of commons any one of them 
can at any moment after 12 take bis 
seat, and seats are secured os early as 
possible owing to the fact that there 
are only enough seats for about two- 
thirds of the members. 
A member secures his seat by plac­ 
ing his hat upon it; but, according to 
the rules of the house, it must be his 
real working hat and not a colorless 
substitute. This means that if a mem­ 
ber were to bring a second lout with 
him and were to leave the house for 
a walk in the street he would forfeit 
all right to the seat on which he bad 
placed the other hat. 
Members must, 
therefore, stay about the precincts of 
the bouse, no matter how early they 
may have made their appearance. But 
this they can do very comfortably, 
having at Westminster all the advan­ 
tages of a first class club, dining 
rooms, tearooms, smoking rooms, libra­ 
ry, bathrooms and a large staff of at­ 
tendants. 
Remembering how long the bouse of 
commons bas existed and the part it 
has had to play in national annals, 
there need be no surprise perhaps that 
quaint rules and old world traditions 
should be so inextricably mixed In Its 
affairs. 
Parliament is summoned in 
the name of the sovereign, but really 
by the cabinet. A proclamation signed 
by the king is published calling to­ 
gether th)1 lords and the representa­ 
tives of the people for the transaction 
of divers urgent and important busi­ 
ness on a certain day. 
Tuesday or 
Thursday Is usually chosen, and 2 
o’clock is the bour fixed for the open­ 
ing ceremony.

As the hour approaches the 
animated buss of conversation is sud­ 
denly stilled by cries of “Way for the 
speaker! Way for the speaker I"

cry is followed by a rush of members 
to their places. Arrayed in a flowing 
silk gown, knee breeches, silk stock­ 
ings, shoes with silver buckles, on his 
head a huge wig and carrying his 
three cornered hat in his right hand, 
the speaker, attended by bis chaplain 
and the sergeant at arms, mn rebec 
slowly and solemnly up the floor ofJ 
chamber, and as he approach** ' the 
chair which he is to occupy he makes 
it three low obeisances. 
Tho members, In single file, then pass 
the chair aud shake bands with the 
speaker. Before half of them have ten­ 
dered their greetings, a cry again re­ 
sounds through the lobby outside. This 
time it is “Black Rod! Way for Black 
Rod!” It puts an end to the shaking of 
the speaker’s band, and the members 
at once return to their seals.

Rod. however, is not given a very 
warm welcome. The iii uncut the shout 
of “Way for Black Boti!” reaches the 
sergeant at arms be springs from his 
chair, rushes to the open door, slams it 
with a most inhospitable bang right in 
the face of tin* approaching Black Rod 
anil securely locks and bolts it.

The knocks are intended to Indicate 
that Black Rod requests admission to 
the house of commons and does not 
demand it as n right. In response to 
this humble summons, the doors are 
thrown wide open a t a signal from the 
speaker, nnd in walks Black Rod. 
He lins come to summon the com­ 
mons to the bouse of lords to bear the 
king’s speech. 
He marches up the 
floor, making three low bowrs to the 
chair, and on reaching the table de* 
livers his message to the speaker, while 
all the members are on their feet with 
heads uncovered as a mark of respect 
to the sovereign. 
When parliament is opened by the 
king in person, Black Rod says, “Mr. 
Speaker, the king commands this hon­ 
orable bouse to attend his majesty im­ 
mediately in the house of peers.” But 
In the absence of the king the sum 
mons comes from the lords commis­ 
sioners, and Black Rod softens the com­ 
mand to a “desire.”

Members of the United States sen­ 
ate who are recognized leaders haB* 
taken alarm at the progress of the 
movement for the election of senators 
by the people. 
Resolutions from six 
states have been received already iu 
this congress and referred to the com­ 
m ittee on privileges and elections of 
th© senate, asking the submission of 
an amendm ent to the federal consti­ 
tution under the provision of article 
5, to a convention to be called upon 
the application of the legislatures of 
two-thirds of the states. 
The states 
which have been heard from thus far 
are Colorado, Michigan, Montana, Or­ 
egon, Idaho and Nevada. 
If 30 states, 
through their legislatures, make such 
a demand the congress must act. More 
than 30 states have already declared 
In favor of the election of senators 
by the people. 
There Is no general 
opposition to the plan save 
in 
the 
United States senate. 
It begins 
to 
look as if the reform were bound to 
come.

WONDERFUL CAVE FOUND. 


Marvel* of a Prehistoric Dwelling 
Place In the Rockies. 
A new cave that gives promise of 
developing into the most wonderful of 
Its kind in the known world has been 
discovered in the mountains about 
forty-eight miles east of Butte, Mon., 
in Jefferson canyon, says the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 
Its extent is as yet 
unknown, though it has been explored 
for a distance of ten miles and to a 
depth of about 800 feet. The entrance 
to the cave, which is near tile track of 
the Northern Pacific railway and about 
I,GOO feet above the bed of the river, 
was discovered a few creeks ago by a 
hauler, and the cavern lins just been 
explored by a party headed by J. W. 
Gilbert, a newspaper writer of Butte. 
Mr. Gilbert returned recently with 
evidence of his discoveries ami tho 
wonders of the eave. 
Several skele­ 
tons were found in one af the many 
rooms, aud many articles and utensils 
of stone and copper were lying about, 
some of which have been brought out. 
The skeletons are of people of gigantic 
stature, and the belief of Mr. Gilbert 
is that the cave was the abode of a 
prehistoric people and that further ex­ 
planation will bring to light proof of 
that fact and more remains of its in­ 
habitants. 
A theory is that by a sudden change 
and disturbance of the earth the en­ 
trance to the ancient home was closed 
and the inhabitants walled up and 
left to die. A large river, with a fall 
of IOO feet at one place, is one of the 
wonders of the cave, and a score of 
apartments, some hundreds of feet in 
extent, are decorated with the wonder­ 
ful formations of nature. 
One room 
resembles the Interior of a cathedral, 
with a’ gigantic pipe organ, the pipes 
being formed of stalactites tuned by 
nature to give forth beautiful notes of 
harmony. A member of the exploring 
party, by striking the pipes with a 
stick, played “Nearer, My God, to 
Thee,” and the explorers declare it was 
the grandest music ever heard. 
Access to the cave Is very difficult, 
as a direct descent of 400 feet is nec­ 
essary before any footing can be se­ 
cured. Another party will shortly visit 
the cave fully equipped for a thorough 
exploration.

NATURE’S ENERGY. 


Possibilities of Utlllsla* Heat of the 
Earth’! Interior. 
New methods of utilizing nature’s 
energy constantly are being discover­ 
ed, and doubtless the future has In 
store greater discoveries than yet have 
been made. T. C. Mendenhall in Cas- 
sier’s Magazine writes of the stored 
energy of the heat of the earth’s In­ 
terior and the possibilities of using It 
as a source of power. He says: 
“The stored energy of the heat of 
the earth’s Interior is beyond power of 
calculation, and some uylj entirely un­ 
successful attempts to utilize this have 
already been made. From a short dis­ 
tance below the surface the tempera­ 
ture increases downward at on aver­ 
age rate which indicates that at a 
depth of fifty miles it is not less than 
5,(JOO degrees F., and there is abundant 
reason for believing that tile earth is 
an intensely hot body with only a thin 
layer of poorly conducting, cold sur­ 
face matter. 
“These are the essential conditions 
of a heat engine of enormous capacity, 
arid as in many parts of the world 
comparatively high temperatures are 
found very near the surface, while In 
all parts considerable ranges are possi­ 
ble within reasonable differences of 
level, the interior heat of the earth. 
which has an origin more remote in 
time than the sun or its own axial ro­ 
tation, is worthy of most serious con­ 
sideration as a fKissible and reasonable 
source of power. 
“Its Importance will be greatly en­ 
hanced when we are able to transform 
heat energy directly Into electricity on 
a large scale and with economy, avoid­ 
ing the great waste which necessarily 
accompanies the use of the steam en­ 
gine,a n d tiiis m u s ts o o n c o ^

Mon of some sailors belonging to the 
British sloop of war Algerine, also 
in winter quarters at New Uhwang, 
in carrying ashore six rifles for use 
in a theatrical performance. The Rim 
Hian adm inistration sent a to n e of 
men to arrest the British sailors. Tie* 
itussians, however, by mistake, brok ■ 
into a reading room where a party of 
tho Vicksburg’s men were seated and 
tried to arrest them. The Americana 
re s is ts , defending themselves with 
chairs. 
They were overpowered af­ 
te r ti sharp light, however, and hand­ 
ed over to the United States consul, 
who s< ut them on hoard the Vicks­ 
burg. 
The bad feeling wnieh arose 
from thin .Incident resulted in several 
fights whenever American or British 
sailors m et Russian soldiers, and the 
latter, not being accustomed to fist 
lights, were usually badly worsted. 
This condition or affairs culminated

here, M. Paul Lessarn, complained to 
M inister Conger that two members of 
the Vicksburg’s crew had fired a r* 
solver at an unoffending Kussiau sol 
iller, wounding him in the arm.

There may be necessarily temporary disfranchise­ 
ments, but on the broad policy of a large and liberal amnesty I am 
as clear and convinced as on any subject of politics at tile present 
time, and, what is still more, that no other policy is practicable. 
J would go so far as to give full civil rights to all Boers who took 
and signed a definite and drastic oath of allegiance. 
I do not believe that as regards representative government we 
can settle that at once. 
We must wait till the country is resettled. 
And with regard to all transactions which involved money, such 
as tho resettlement and restocking of tile farms, I would act with 
the most lavish liberality. 
We are spending live millions a month 
in prosecuting this war* 
I would infinitely rather spend that five 
millions a month in procuring, even by lavish generosity, a definite 
peace in South Africa and in appeasing tho remains of civil rancor.

Then, as regards the other matters in dispute between 
Lord Kitchener and General Botha, I venture to say that half a 
dozen sound business people representing tho Boers on one side 
aud Great Britain on the other could settle them til a week.

The building is 275 feet in length, and 
its extrem e width is 192 feet.

main building is of Indiana limestone, 
and In its construction 0,000 barrels of 
cement and 11,000,000 bricks were used 
iu addition to the stone. 
The grand entrance opens upon a 
winter garden octagon in shape and 
sixty feet In diam eter. From this gar­ 
den or court radiate tho principal 
apartm ents. 
To the north is the ban­ 
quet hall, 72 feet wide and 70 feet 
high, with one span and a domed cell­ 
ing. 
Opposite is a magnificent library 
GO by 40 feet. On the main floor also 
are the music room and tapestry gal­ 
lery, tho latter seventy-five feet long 
and containing numerous specimens of 
historical and valuable tapestries. 
On the upper floors there are about 
a hundred rooms. 
The family and 
guest cham bers number about twenty, 
aud each possesses a hath. 
F arther up In the mountains has 
been built of rough oakeu logs a hunt­ 
ing lodge that cost upw-urd of $30,000, 
and here Mr. Vanderbilt entertains his 
guests iu regal stylo. 
All the year 
round this place is kept In order, ready 
for a chance call from Its owner, and 
beside the enormous fireplace in the 
great hall is kept u heap of logs ten to 
tw elve feet In length, the fireplace be­ 
ing of such size as to accommodate 
fuel of this mammoth size. The great | 
hall is a huge square room with the 
fireplace at one eud. 
Hanging to the J 
chimneypiece arc rows of iron spits 
designed to hold the carcass of deer 
or bear or such other animal as may be 
cooked on cr the mighty tire. 
Here on New Year's day Mr. Vander­ 
bilt gave a truly Brobdingnagian feast,j 
among his guests being Joseph Choate, ■ 
em bassador 1>» England, and Brince 
D eigrado Talley ratal Peri cord.

St. Thomas, D. W. I., Jan. IO.-- 
The following cablegram, signed by a 
large num ber of residents of the Dan­ 
ish W est Indies, was sent from the 
Danish Island of St. Croix to the Min­ 
ister of Finance and the Rigsdag at 
Copenhagen on January 3: 
"Confirming the memorial of His 
Majesty, King Christian, of June. 1900, 
the undersigned planters, representing 
38,000 acres out of a total of 50,000 
acres, and merchants and other rep­ 
resentative inhabitants of the Dan­ 
ish West Indies, assert that if the 
American market is not secured by 
the sales of the islands, the sugar in­ 
dustry here will suffer severely and 
will have to cease in the near fu­ 
ture, the prices for sugar now ruling 
being below the cost of producing 
that article.”
